too glad to sign. 
Most of the women in Fresno do their 


own thinking, and that ia one of tbe 
hopeful signs, when a woman don't have 
to depend on her husband or some other 
man to do her -thinking for her she is 
pretty sure to think about right. But 
the men, O, my! if tbe few we ran 
across are a sample of the many, then 
we never will get rid of ' the saloona. 
Bucb weak excuses, such Equirming, such 
a lack ot moral courage, it was perfectly 
sickeuing. 
"I'm opposed to the saloons, but it 


would ruin my business if I signed 
3Bt," one man whimpered, and we 
women said to oureelves, "we are glad 
hat we are not elaves." Another in a 
pompous way told us bow ealoone made 
laeinces lively and all that eort of rot, 
mt very few (I am glad to record there 
were a low noble exceptions) seemed to 
are the least for the sufferings and eor- 
ows entailed on tbe innocent by these 
00 saloons in Fresno.

In some Beet bns, the later crop grapes 
aro removed in thetr earlier growth, 
thus giving invariably a better first crop 
for niiBinB while disposing of the second. 
It costs something to dotbie, but in view 
ot present conditions, it might bo ex- 
pedient. If, however, tbe later grapes 
are allowed to grow, it would, in most 
czsoe, probably prove unpro6table to 
attempt the coring of them ftfl raisins, 
lu thia CSEO It up pears to ue, 113 hereto- 
fore stated, that they might bo utilized 
at* wine grapes at u r»a9onnblp price.
